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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


During 1959 the Selectmen continued to hold their regular meetings 
on Monday nights. Special meetings have been held on several occasions, 
at only two meetings one of the Board was absent. 


The Firemen have been given use of the Assessors room for their 
meetings. Considerable effort on their part has gone into changing this room 
into a well equipped meeting room. 


New equipment purchased during the year has been, the power sander, 
the new loader, and a snow plow for the grader. 


The International trucks should be traded in 1961. 


The Highway program has seen the following projects on Chapter 90, 
widening of the road and improving traffic flow at the common; work of 
widening the Greenfield Road at the top of the mountain; and installation 
of the culvert in Griswoldville. 


Chapter #81 has seen the hard surfacing of the hill to Wilbert Her- 
zig’s; widening and graveling of the Thompson Road; and graveling of the 
upper Green River Road. 


We are asking for $16,000.00 to continue Greenfield Road and an addi- 
tional $4,000.00 to build a Chapter 90 Road from the Greenfield Road to 
the Little Mohawk at the Shelburne Line. This stretch of road will com- 
plete Chapter 90 road from the Mohawk Trail to the Greenfield Road. The 
Town’s share of the above amounts is $4,000.00 and $1,000.00. 


The Selectmen met with Fred Dole, Associate Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works and have recently been promised a start by the State of improv- 
ing the Jacksonville Road under a three year program. 


Colrain had a float in the Leyden 150th anniversary program at no 
cost to the Town. 


In as much as Colrain is having its 200th anniversary in 1961 the Towns- 
people are urged to make every effort to dress up their buildings and 
grounds, also to make suggestions to the planning committee and to assist 
in having a creditable program. 


Rising costs make it difficult to hold the line in our budget requests. 
However, we have reduced our requests for this year by approximately 


$3,500.00.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


I submit to you, the citizens of Colrain, the following report of the 
activities and condition of your Fire Dept. 


I would ask you to please read this carefully as it contains facts that 
may have a direct bearing on your individual welfare. 


We have been extremely busy this past year, controlling the fires and 
handling other emergencies that have occurred in Colrain. 


The firemen have been most co-operative and willing at all hours, 
whenever called, to assist those who have been in need of assistance. 


We were called to extinguish 15 fires, consisting of 6 chimney fires, 
6 building fires, 2 grass fires, and one forest fire. One of these was a call 
to assist our northern neighbor in Halifax, Vt. 


During the summer we continued our regular drills, and I am happy 
after 15 years, to be able to report that we have a full Dept. of men who 
are giving their time and effort to the Fire Service in Colrain. 


Next summer I intend to have another state sponsored firemen’s in- 
struction course for the Dept. 


We have purchased 200 ft. of 2%4 in. hose, plus small tools, and adaptors 
and extinguisher refills. 


Our ambulance responded to 36 calls this year. We have received 
many letters of thanks and praise for the service from our patients and 
their doctors. We are grateful for these encouraging letters and hope that 
Wwe can continue to the best of our ability, to assist our town’s people and 
our neighbors when in need of assistance. 


I asked you in the beginning to read carefully for the following reason. 


Our International fire truck is in need of replacement. Due to the 
prohibitive cost of replacing this unit, I hesitate to recommend it this year. 
With the cost of our schools sky-rocketing and our taxes this year probably 
at the $100 mark, I do not feel that we can afford $18,000 to replace this 
truck now. 


I intend to confer with your Selectmen at a future date to see what 
can be worked out to overcome the deficiency. However, I do not care to 
shoulder the responsibility in case of a failure of this truck at a fire. 


We shall, however, continue to do everything financially possible to 
keep this truck serviceable until we can come up with an answer that is 
within the means of our taxpayers. 


In closing I would like to thank the Selectmen, Firemen, the Town 
Clerk and the citizens of Colrain for their cooperation during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1959. 


The Griswold Memorial Library was open 101 days of 544 hours each 
in 1959. The Library circulation was adult books, 2809; juvenile, 2934, a 
total of 5743. The Bookmobile reported its circulation as, adult, 2050; 
juvenile, 2820, a total of 4870. The total circulation of Library and Book- 
mobile in town, 10,613. There were 32 new registrations of borrowers. 


Of the new books added to the Library 66 were non-fiction, 73 fiction, 
86 juvenile, a total of 225 volumes. Of this number 34 were gifts and 11 
were replacements. As there were 39 books discarded the gain to the 
Library was 186 and the Library collection now numbers 7839 volumes. 


Among the donors were books given by Mr. and Mrs. Albin Johnson, 
Richard Winston, Clarke Maynard of Wilmington, Delaware, The Ladies’ 
Aid and the Gleaners of the Congregational Church and several publishers. 
Royal Davenport of Kensington, Maryland, a former Colrain resident, sent 
the Library back volumes of the American Heritage covering two years. 
This gift was much appreciated. 


The children of Central School encouraged by their teachers, are still 
interested in reading for State certificates and in 1959 the following were 
given to readers: Grade IV, 31 Five-book and 2 Honor; Grade V, 45 Five- 
book and 3 Honor; Grade VI, 58 Five-book and 9 Honor; Grade VIII, 27 
Five-book and 1 Honor, a total of 161 Five-book and 15 Honor certificates. 


The High School students are making good use of the Library looking 
for material needed and books for required reading. Several come in the 
evening to study and to use the reference books. 


April 12-18 was National Library week celebrated by libraries all over 
the country. The children of Central School helped the Library to observe 
the occasion by taking part in an essay contest sponsored by the PTA and 
the Grange. The lower grades wrote about a favorite book or story and the 
upper grades had as a subject “What the Library Means to Me.” The 
winners in each grade received a book as a prize. One evening parents and 
children gathered at the Library and the prize winners read their essays 
and received their books. Two movies were also shown. Posters made by 
grades five, six and eight were on display. All the essays written are now 
in a scrap-book at the Library. 


In May the Conn. Valley Library Club held its spring meeting in the 
Colrain Library. An interesting program was given and luncheon was 
served by the women of the Congregational Church. At the Library Club’s 
Fail meeting in Deerfield, Colrain Library was represented by Byron Scott 
and the Librarian. 
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Mrs. Marianna Rowe of the Regional Library staff came in November 
and told stories and gave book reviews to all eight grades of Central School. 
Two mornings were given to this project: grades 1-4 came one morning, 


grades 5-8 came another day. 


The railing for the Library steps is much appreciated by the Librarian 
and the public and will be a help to many in stormy weather. Another book- 
case has been acquired for the stack room and will soon be filled with books 


from crowded shelves. 


The Librarian wishes to express her appreciation to the trustees for 
their co-operation and help in the work of the Library.

VETERANS SERVICE REPORT 


The 15th annual report of the Western Franklin Veterans’ Service 
District is submitted herewith for the information of the Towns concerned. 


Requests for Service during 1959 totalled 904. Registrations for Selec- 
tive Service numbered forty-one. Forty-one veterans applied for State or 
Veterans Administration Hospital or medical treatment. Two Hundred and 
thirty requests were received for photostatic copies and we made One 
thousand Two hundred and Fifty-four prints. Applications for Non-service 
Disability pensions continue to increase as the veterans become disabled from 
age or infirmity. Applications were completed and copies made of vital 
records and evidence required by the Veterans Administration in Thirty- 
one cases for Veterans and Widows who are eligible. 


Twenty-four new applications for assistance under the provisions of 
Chapter 115 were received during the year. Thirty-five families received 
assistance during the year under this law for a total expense of $26,419.07. 
We now have a total of Nineteen active cases. 


The total expense for administration of the District Office for the year 
was $5,653.76. This amount was divided among the ten towns, in accord- 
ance with provisions of Chapter 599, of the Acts of 1946, in proportion to 
their assessed valuation. 


We are still fortunate in having a V.A. Contact Office at Greenfield 
with Mr. O’Neil in charge to advise and assist in Veterans Administration 
claims. 


The interest and cooperation of the Town Representatives is very helpful 
and is greatly appreciated.

To the Towns of the Mohawk Trail Regional School District: 


This is the 4th annual report of the Mohawk Trail Regional School 
Committee to the citizens of the six towns comprising the original district. 


On May 1, 1959 the Committee prepaid the 1959 Capital payment of 
$8,000. six months in advance of the due date thus a saving of $140. in- 
terest was realized. On November 1, 1959 the Committee prepaid Capital 
payment due Nov. 1, 1960 thus a saving of $280. was realized making a 
total of $420. 


The District has no further capital obligations. The only expected 
operating expenses will be of very minor amounts probably consisting of 
the items mentioned in the 1959 operating expenditures. The Committee 
has not requested any appropriations from member towns for the year 


1960. 


On June 30, 1959 the Towns of Buckland and Shelburne were legally 
out of the District. 
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On June 30, 1960 the Town of Hawley will be legally out of the 
District. 


This will leave the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Heath in the 
District. It is the opinion of this Committee that it would not be in the 
best interest of the three towns to build a Regional School at this time. 
However, we do feel that it would be in the best interest of the entire 
area for Charlemont, Colrain, and Heath to remain in the District. The 
need for more adequate and educationally desirable facilities for the child- 
ren of this area has not lessened during the last five years but is becoming 
more and more acute.

REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


I submit with pleasure my annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


The Colrain Central School was fortunate in again operating without 
any changes among faculty members and other staff personnel from the 
previous year. The work of this group of capable and experienced adults 
assisted by the Supervisors in Art, Music, and Penmanship is greatly re- 
sponsible for the high quality of the educational program offered the 
pupils of the school. 


Further factors in the success of the School are the able leadership 
provided by the Principal, Raymond L. Amnott, and the interest and 
support given the school program by the School Committee. 


- Large classes in the first five grades contribute to somewhat crowded 
conditions. The assistance of Mrs. Howard C. Carpenter helps greatly 
to provide more individual and small group instruction for many pupils. 
It is to be hoped that the program can be aided in the near future by the 
establishment of a kindergarten and the employment of a part-time Phys- 
ical Education Instructor. 


Arms Academy in September 1959 had an opening day enrollment of 
313 students. This figure is approximately fifteen students fewer than the 
forecast shown on the Actual and Anticipated Enrollment Chart prepared 
in 1958 and shown elsewhere in the School Department Report. The dif- 
ference between the two figures is due to the number of dropouts that 
occurred after the forecast was prepared. The lack of space and inade- 
quate facilities for the increasingly large enrollments continues as a 
problem. At present the Shelburne School Committee has called upon 
Mr. Harry M. Chamberlain to head up a study of the existing plant and 
report back to that Committee with recommendations relative to possible 
improvements and expansions. 


As mentioned in the High School Principal’s Annual Report by Mr. 
Charles A. Beattie, the faculty and staff of Arms Academy are preparing 
an evaluation of the School primarily as it relates to the academic 
program. This survey will be followed in April by a study of the School 
under the auspices of the New England Association of Secondary Schools 
and Colleges to establish the eligibility of Arms in regard to certification 
privileges. Such a survey is now required at regular intervals. Value of 
this work has already become apparent through providing all associated 
with the School a more complete understanding of the entire program. 


The reestablishment of the Home Economics Department, dropped 
from the curriculum in June 1958, has been accomplished with the aid of 
Mrs. Helen C. French, a capable teacher formerly with the Greenfield 
School System. During the current school year the Shelburne School 
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Committee anticipates one of the major improvements at Arms Academy 
will be the establishment of a Language Laboratory. This will be a sub- 
division of the present Language Classroom and provide mechanical 
equipment which will aid the students in improving their skills in verbal 
expression of French and German. Some of the new equipment may also 
be utilized by the English Department. Purchase of these teaching aids 
is undertaken with the Federal Government providing, under the authority 
of the National Defense Education Act, one-half of the necessary funds 
and the Town of Colrain appropriating the balance. Other amounts 
available under this Act are being utilized for purchase of material and 
equipment in the Guidance Department at Arms and in the Science Pro- 
grams at Crittenden and Colrain Central Schools. 


Mr. Edward R. Frude, Vice-Principal and Chairman of the Science 
Department at Arms brought an outstanding recognition to the local pub- 
lic schools when he was selected as Teacher of the Year for the entire 
Commonwealth. This honor bestowed by the State Department of Edu- 
cation makes him eligible for consideration as National Teacher of the 
Year. During a period when schools and school personnel have been 
subject to much criticism this splendid citizen has been acknowledged as 
possessing the finest qualities desired of those responsible for the educa- 
tion of today’s youth. This has been not only a personal accomplishment 
but an award the citizens of the area can take pride in since it indicates 
what is possible in comparatively small school systems when positive 
action is taken to draw and retain truly capable teachers. Mr. Frude’s 
achievement will long serve as an incentive to all our school personnel. 


To guarantee progress and improvement in our schools, all citizens 
must express active and constructive interest in the public schools, so 
important to our Local and National well being. Constant vigilance on 
the part of all pupils, teachers, administrators, and other citizens, is vital 
to insure continuance of the high standards of instruction presently 
available. In conclusion I thank the citizens of Colrain for their continu- 
ing personal and financial support of the public schools. Although the 
financial needs of our local schools have increased this year I do not 
consider the amounts requested in the 1960 budgets extravagant in terms 
of the caliber of teachers serving the schools and the type of educational 
program being made available to the communities. When one considers 
the rising costs of other public services, school expenses are not out of 
proportion. Further, as an accompanying chart indicates, the larger num- 
ber of pupils and rising costs together necessitate the need for larger 
school expenditures. An example of the worth of our good teacher 
salary schedule is shown when we recall that only one teacher has left 
the Buckland-Colrain-Shelburne School Union since 1958 to receive 
higher compensation. 


Mr. William Rinehart and his teachers provide writing instruction 
for the pupils and teachers in grades I through VIII. In grades I and 
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II the manuscript alphabet (printing) is taught. Then as the pupils appear 
ready, by mastery of manuscript, they change over during their third 
year to the cursive form of writing. 


Monthly visitations by representatives of the Rinehart System provide 
frequent and regular checks on the handwriting used by the pupils as 
well as suggestions to the regular classroom teachers for follow up work. 


My personal thanks are extended to the Teachers, Principals, all 
members of the School Staff, the School Committee, other municipal 
officials, and of course the boys and girls in the Town of Colrain for 
their understanding, support, and cooperation.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 
COLRAIN CENTRAL SCHOOL 


I submit my seventh annual report as principal of Colrain Central 
School. 


School opened September 9, 1959 with a registration of 240 pupils. 
Shortly after the beginning of the year three new pupils came to us, 
making a total registration of 243. This enrollment is distributed by 
grades as follows:

Grade VII 28 Mr. Raymond Amnott, teacher 
Grade VIII 26 Mrs. Gertrude Streeter, teacher 
Special Mrs. Helen Carpenter 


This year we are again fortunate in retaining the same faculty we 
had the school year of 1958-1959. With such stability in teacher reten- 
tion, a better curriculum can be provided. As the teacher works with 
the children, she is able to recognize the needs of her class and adjust 
her teaching program accordingly. 


Our educational program is progressing well. We are interested in 
the academical well-being of the pupils as well as their physical well- 
being. Our teachers are especially well-suited to the grades they are 
teaching and are doing commendable work. The school plant is clean 
and comfortable due to the efficiency of our custodian, Mr. George Call. 
Physical wants at lunch time are capably cared for by our school dieti- 
cian, Mrs. Sarah Coombs, and her helpers, Mrs. Everett Coutu, and Mrs. 
Raymond Rosenburg. The health of our children is carefully watched by 
Mrs. Hazel Pickwell, our school nurse, and Dr. John Olson, our school 
physician. 


One phase of education which our children lack and from which I 
feel that they would derive much benefit is a well integrated physical ed- 
ucation program: Such a program should be administered by a person 
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especially trained for that purpose in order to obtain the greatest good. 
While we do have activities that call for a certain amount of physical 
activity, we do not have the integration that tends to build good muscular 
coordination. This handicap is very noticeable when a boy or girl tries 
to learn to swim, dance, play ball, or any other reasonably strenuous 
physical activity. I feel that a well-planned physical education program 
would be very beneficial to our children in helping them to develop “a 
sound mind in a healthy body”. 


The success of our savings program should again be mentioned. We 
have an average of fifteen more pupils saving in our program this year 
than last year. There is on deposit in our savings program approximately 
nine thousand dollars. The success of this program is due to the coopera- 
tion of everyone concerned: the parents, the children, the teachers, and 
the bank that administers the project. 


To the citizens of Colrain for their continued support, and to the 
School Committee and Superintendent of Schools for their help, I extend 
my appreciation.

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MUSIC SUPERVISOR’S REPORT 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Music in the Buck- 
land, Colrain, end Shelburne Schools. 


The music program continues to follow the same general areas of 
development as in the past. Learning to sing, self-expression, and rhythmic 
activity are stressed in the lower grades. Performing, listening, and music 
reading are the areas of musical experiences on up through the grades. A 
great deal of emphasis is placed on three and four part singing in the upper 
grades. 


The pre-band work on the tonette is still in progress in each of the 
fourth grades. In the fifth grade instrumental instruction is begun with free 
individual lessons being provided. 


The Union Elementary Band of some thirty members performed capa- 
bly at the graduation exercises. Glee Clubs and choral groups from all of 
the towns made several public appearances during the year. 


There are at present sixty students (Buckland 15, Colrain 23, Shel- 
burne 22), taking instrumental lessons. This is a slight decrease from last 
year when there was an unusually large number of 8th graders participating. 


The Arms Academy Band has fifty-two members at present. Of this 
number twelve are Buckland students, twenty-four Colrain, and sixteen 
Shelburne. 


The band participated in the following events during the past year: 
football games, Booster Day Rally, Franklin County Fair, Senior Play, 
basketball tournament at Amherst, Western Massachusetts Music Festival, 
Memorial Day (Colrain), Spring Concert, and Graduation. 


Four Arms students participated in the District All -State Concert in 
Chicopee. 


The twirlers have performed well and deserve much credit on their 
efforts and contributions. 


The Arms Chorus numbered approximately one hundred members. This 
is a decrease from last year. The decrease is largely in the boys’ section. 
There is a great need for more boys. The chorus performed very well 
in their public appearances. 


For the continued support of the teachers, school officials, and towns- 
people, I am grateful.

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ART SUPERVISOR’S REPORT 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Art for the 
Buckland, Colrain, Shelburne Schools. 


Art is so much a part of our lives that sometimes it is well to stop 
a moment and think of what we owe to the artists. In the morning we 
wake up in a very comfortable home designed by one type of artist, jump 
up from our bed designed by another kind of artist, and hurry into our 
clothes first drawn by style artists. Our breakfast is served on dishes 
desgined by an artist and the food comes from packages with designs by 
our best commercial artists. We could go through our entire day showing 
how completely our life is tied up in art because everything from clothes 
to machinery is made from the drawing of some artist. 


Art is not always something that someone else can do. We are all 
artists, some to a greater degree than others. We become artists the 
minute we choose a blue necktie instead of a green because it matches 
our eyes, or a small hat instead of a large one because it is more becom- 
ing to us. As our knowledge of art grows, we become more intelligent 
consumers of art products. 


In school we teach arithmetic, geography, science, and English; all 
factual subjects. Art deals with the spirit and with the emotions and is 
a necessary balance to concrete subjects. 


One objective of education today is the teaching of democracy as a 
way of living. There is no better method of teaching democracy than 
through art. Art teaches balance and harmony, the ability to work with 
others, respect for other people’s work and ideas, resourcefulness, ap- 
preciation of limitations of materials, development of judgment, and 
emotional stability. All this results in the inner satisfaction and calmness 
that comes from a piece of work well done. Art in itself is the democratic 
way of living. 


In order to teach a well balanced course of art, we have divided our 
types of lessons under these five headings: design, color, representation, 
crafts, and appreciation. 


Design covers, border designs of repetitions and alternations, also 
all-over designs or repetition in a field as is found in wallpaper and 
fabrics. Then there is central balance as in a person, both sides alike 
and free, or informal balance as in a pussy willow. There are progressions 
of color, line, and size. Lettering is also included under design, 


Color covers all types of harmonies, such as monochromatic, comple- 
mentary, analogous, split complementary, triad, etc. This study teaches 
the appreciation of color and its uses. 
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Representation includes figure drawing, landscape, object drawing, 
animals, perspective, and illustrations of all types. 


Crafts include all types of handwork from the building of a log cabin 
down to the fine points of modelling in clay and soap carving. 


In appreciation we teach the children to be art conscious of all the 
beauties about them as they come to school each day. When they can 
appreciate the beauty in nature they are able to see and appreciate the 
beauty in man-made things, not just pictures, but architecture, sculpture, 
furniture, handwork, etc. 


These five headings by themselves cannot alone constitute a good art 
program. The most essential part is the ability of the teacher to impart 
to the child the “idea” so that he wants to express it himself. Children 
must have the “desire” in order to create and attain the finest results in 
art. No one likes all pictures or all books, but every one should learn to 
recognize and enjoy excellence and beauty and to search for these qual- 
ities in his own work, and the work of others. Our homes, town, and 
country show evidence of rapidly improving taste, but there remains much 
to be done. Even young children may begin to understand this and to 
cooperate with those who are working for a more beautiful environment. 


I wish to thank the teachers for their support and the parents, pupils 
and townspeople for their continued cooperation.

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


The weights and measures of all school children were taken in Sep- 
tember with the assistance of the teachers. The Massachusetts Vision and 
Hearing Tests were given with the usual number of defects being found. 
Parents are very cooperative in having them corrected, and working with 
the school nurse. 


Assistance was given John H. Olson, M.D. with physical examinations 
of grades 1, 4, and 8. 


The dental program is being continued under supervision of Miss 
Genevieve Ely, Dental Hygienist from the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health. A dental committee of four from the eighth grade visited 
each grade at regular intervals to check the number of children with com- 
pleted dental work, and a returned dental certificate. 53% of the children 
have had complete dental care during the year. This is an increase of 
20% over the previous year. 


Miss Ely gave sodium fluoride applications to children in the eighth 
grade. This completes the sodium fluoride application program which 
Miss Ely started with the children when in the second grade, giving the 
treatments in the second, fifth, and eighth grades. This program has been 
followed through the grades of three classes. 


The clinic for immunization to diphtheria, whooping cough, and teta- 
nus was held at the school in the spring. A total of 132 children attended. 
85 school children and 31 preschool children received Booster doses. 7 
preschool children received the three doses and 9 received 1 or 2 doses. 


A polio vaccine clinic for school children was conducted at the school 
in the spring. Fourth innoculations were given. A first, second or third 
dose was given to children not ready for the fourth. 96.72% of the 244 
children enrolled received immunization at the clinic. 


The Well Child Conference for preschool children was conducted in 
June assisted by the P.T.A., parents, and interested people. John H. Ol- 
son, M.D. was the attending physician; Mrs. Robert McIntosh, Jr. gave 
dental hygiene help; Mrs. Vesta Coombs was consulting nutritionist. For 
the second year urine and hemoglobin tests were taken. 116 children 
attended. 19 of the 31 enrolled in first grade attended the conference.
